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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the 
Federal  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one 
of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives*  Various  kinds  of  finding 
aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  materials. 

The  special  list  describes  in  detail  the  contents  of  certain  impor¬ 
tant  record  series*  Its  form  and  style  are  not  fixed  but  vary  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  records  to  which  it  relates.  Its  distinguishing 
characteristic  is  that  it  goes  beyond  the  general  description  contained 
in  a  record  group  registration  statement  and  a  preliminary  inventory  and 
describes  records  in  terms  of  individual  documents,  dossiers,  or  file 
headings. 

In  addition  to  list's  and  other  finding  aids  that  relate  to  partic¬ 
ular  record  groups,  the  National  Archives  publishes  some  that  give  an 
over-all  picture  of  materials  in  the  custody  of  the  Archivist  and  some 
that  cover  records  in  the  possession  of  other  agencies.  A  comprehensive 
Guide  to  the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide. 
Your  Government1 s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have 
been  issued.  More  than  40  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze 
records  in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation, 
small  business,  and  India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World 
War  I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies 
and  Their  Records,  1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume 
guide.  Federal  Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records 
of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  re¬ 
produced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some 
4,700  rolls  of  this  microfilm,  described  in  the  List  of  National  Archives 
Microfilm  Publications  (1953  ),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  administration  of  Indian  affairs  was  placed  under  the  Secretary 
of  War  by  the  act  which  established  the  War  Department  in  1789.  The 
work  was  carried  on  directly  by  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  WTar  until 
March  11,  1824,  when  Secretary  J.  C.  Calhoun  created  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  as  a  separate  agency  within  the  War  Department.  In  1849  it  was 
transferred  from  the  War  Department  to  the  newly  created  Department  of 
the  Interior,  where  it  has  since  remained. .  The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
is  responsible  for  the  management  of  all  matters  concerned  with  the 
Federal  Government*  s  relations  with  the  Indians,  including  education, 
health,  economic  development,  and  legal  rights. 

The  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  and  its  predecessors  com¬ 
prise  Record  Group  75.  Most  of  the  records  in  this  record  group  through 
1939  are  in  the  National  Archives.  The  cartographic  records  that  are 
filed  separately  from  the  textual  records  amount  to  198  cubic  feet  and 
are  in  the  form  of  manuscript  drawings,  annotated  maps,  tracings,  blue¬ 
prints,  ozalid  and  other  photographic  copies,  and  printed  maps.  They 
show  exploration  routes,  tribal  lands,  Indian  cessions  and  reservations, 
military  reservations,  boundary  lines,  private  land  grants,  railroad 
grants,  allotments  to  individual  Indians,  homestead  claims,  school  lands, 
church  lands,  national  forests  and  parks,  townships,  townsites,  farming 
and  grazing  districts,  mineral  lands,  irrigation  projects,  and  rights- 
of-way  through  Indian  lands  of  railroads,  pipelines,  telephone  and  tele¬ 
graph  lines,  highways,  electric  transmission  lines,  canals,  and  irriga¬ 
tion  ditches.  Although  most  of  the  maps  were  prepared  by  or  for  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  some  were  acquired  from  other  sources  for  of¬ 
ficial  use,  often  as  exhibits  or  as  a  basic  source  of  information.  Some 
may  have  been  prepared  before  the  Bureau  was  established. 

The  maps  in  Record  Group  75  are  described  in  two  parts  in  this  list. 
Part  I  represents  the  central  map  files  maintained  by  the  Mail  and  Files 
Division.  Part  II  represents  maps  maintained  by  the  Irrigation  Division. 
The  maps  of  Part  I  are  in  four  series.  The  maps  in  the  first  and  largest 
series  were  numbered  by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  from  1  to  11,683 
and  were  filed  in  numbered  cardboard  tubes,  many  maps  often  in  one  tube. 
They  have  been  removed  from  the  tubes,  flattened,  and  placed  in  numerics! 
order.  They  date  from  the  early  1800* s  to  1939  and  include  copies  of 
maps  dating  as  early  as  1764-  The  maps  in  the  second  series  are  similar 
except  that  they  were  not  numbered  by  the  Bureau.  Some  were  in  port¬ 
folios  and  parcels^  others  were  in  tubes.  Since  their  transfer  to  the 
National  Archives  they  have  been  removed  from  the  containers  and  num¬ 
bered  from  CA  1  to  CA  621.  The  third  series  is  composed  of  administra¬ 
tive  maps,  which  date  from  1878  to  1941  and  are  unnumbered.  The  maps  in 
the  fourth  series,  also  unnumbered,  are  the  record  set  of  published  maps 
of  Indian  reservations,  1908-44.  Part  II  represents  one  series,  which 
consists  of  maps  prepared  or  used  by  the  Irrigation  Division  of  the 
Bureau  or  its  predecessors  during  the  period  1872-1943.  Many  of  these 
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maps  bear  the  file  mark  of  the  Irrigation  Division.  This  series  has  no 
card  index  and  was  not  arranged  when  it  was  transferred  to  the  National 
Archives.  The  maps  have  been  arranged  by  State  and  thereunder  in 
folders  by  reservation  or  irrigation  project. 

An  index  on  3"  x  5"  cards  has  been  prepared  in  triplicate  for  the 
maps  in  the  first  two  series.  For  each  map  there  is  a  card  which  gives 
the  area,  title,  annotations,  map  number,  date,  size,  scale,  physical 
nature,  and  in  most  cases  the  agency  or  person  responsible  for  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  the  map.  The  ribbon  copies  of  the  cards  are  filed  by  area, 
with  subdivisions  for  Indian  agencies,  reservations,  and  tribal  lands 
and  for  other  administrative  units  such  as  military  reservations  and 
Indian  schools.  One  set  of  carbon  copies  is  filed  by  map  number  and 
thus  forms  a  serial  or  shelf  list.  The  other  set  of  carbon  copies  is 
filed  by  subject.  As  many  cards  reflect  complex  and  compound  subjects 
that  cannot  be  handled  adequately  with  the  single  set  of  cards  avail¬ 
able,  the  subject  index  is  the  least  satisfactory  of  the  three  indexes. 

Map  registers  or  "ledgers,”  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Af¬ 
fairs  before  1921,  contain  information  not  easily  obtainable  elsewhere. 
The  following  ones  are  available: 

1.  An  old  map  register  labeled  "Index  to  Maps-Land  Div.-Indian 
Office,"  which  was  begun  probably  in  the  middle  1870's  and  superseded 
about  1883.  Entries  for  many  maps  provide  information  not  on  the  maps 
themselves  or  in  the  card  index.  The  register  also  serves  as  a  double 
check  against  maps  for  which  the  tube  number  is  known  but  for  which  the 
map  number  is  not  known. 

2.  A  large  map  register  labeled  "Map  Index,"  which  apparently  was 
begun  about  1883*  This  index  also  contains  information  that  cannot  be 
derived  directly  from  the  maps  themselves  or  from  the  card  index.  It 
contains  entries  for  certain  railroad  maps  that  are  not  included  in  the 
special  railroad  registers  (see  3  below). 

3.  Three  railroad  registers,  including  one  obsolete  register.  Of 
the  two  that  can  be  used  one  is  labeled  "Index  of  Tube  and  Map  Numbers 
Covering  Railroad  Rights-of-way"  and  contains  a  list  of  maps  with  dates 
of  approval  ranging  from  1872  to  1910.  The  other  is  labeled  "Railroads" 
and  contains  a  list  of  maps  with  dates  of  approval  ranging  from  1872  to 
1920.  These  registers  are  of  special  value  as  they  frequently  disclose 
what  became  of  maps  now  missing  from  the  collection,  and  they  give  clues 
to  the  interrelations  of  certain  railroad  companies. 

4*  A  register  bearing  a  partly  obliterated  label,  "Rights-of-w^y  for 
Telephone  Lines,"  contains  a  list  of  maps  with  dates  of  approval  ranging 
from  1901  to  1920. 

All  the  maps  in  the  five  series  are  included  in  this  list.  The  maps 
in  the  first  and  second  series  are  described  together  in  the  same  order 
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as  the  area  index,  that  is,  alphabetically  by  State  or  Territory,  with 
sections  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  Canada, -and  Mexico.  Within 
these  major  geographic  divisions  they  are  described  under  the  specific 
administrative  unit,  such  as  Indian  agency,  reservation,  tribal  lands, 
military  reservation,  or  school,  to  which  they  relate.  A  map  is  listed 
under  one  of  these  units  even  though  it  represents  the  area  before  or 
after  the  existence  of  the  particular  unit.  Although  only  a  few  of  the 
maps  are  listed  by  title,  the  general  nature  and  contents  of  all  are 
given.  A  map  pertaining  to  more  than  two  administrative  units  is  de¬ 
scribed  under  the  "general”  section  fpr  the  State  or  Territory.  A  map 
pertaining  to  only  two  administrative  units  is  described  under  the  first 
one  appearing  in  the  title,  and  a  cross-reference  directs  the  person 
searching  for  the.  second  one  to  the  entry.  Cross-references  are  also 
used  for  different  spellings  of  the  same  name  and  for  different  names 
for  the  same  reservation.  The  administrative  maps,  which  comprise  the 
third  series,  are  described  in  general  terms,  and  the  published  maps  of 
Indian  reservations,  the  fourth  series,  are  listed  alphabetically  by 
name  of  reservation.  The  maps  maintained  by  the  Irrigation  Division, 
which  comprise  the  fifth  series,  are  described  in  the  same  manner  as 
those  of  the  first  and  second  series,  that  is,  alphabetically  by  State 
and  thereunder  by  specific  administrative  unit  or  irrigation  project. 

Many  differences  in  the  spelling  of  names  of  tribes,  bands,  and  res¬ 
ervations  were  found  on  the  maps.  The  following  sources  were  consulted 
in  determining  the  spelling  to  be  used  in  the  lists.

When  the  above  sources  showed  inconsistencies  in  spelling,  the  "State 
maps”  of  the  General  Land  Office  (1876-1945)  were  used  to  help  determine 
the  most  acceptable  spelling.  Sixteen  place  names  which  could  not  be 
reconciled  with  standard  sources  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
United  States  Board  on  Geographic  Names  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior. 
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Some  maps  described  in  the  list  are  dated  to  show  when  they  were  pre¬ 
pared  or  when  the  surveys  were  made.  Some  maps  give  the  date  of  approval, 
usually  by  the  Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  sometimes  by  the  Commissioner  or  Superintendent  of  Indian 
Affairs.  Some  maps  bear  the  date  of  certification,  usually  by  a  surveyor 
general  of  a  State,  the  superintendent  of  an  Indian  agency,  or  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  Other  maps  give  only  the  date  of 
the  information  shown  on  the  maps  or  the  date  when  they  were  received  by 
the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs.  Any  of  these  dates  have  been  used  in  de¬ 
scribing  the  maps*  Because  many  of  the  maps  are  undated,  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  give  an  overall  date  for  the  maps  of  a  given  administrative 
unit. 

An  index  to  the  names  of  Indian  tribes,  lands,  nations,  bands,  pueb¬ 
los,  reservations,  and  schools;  to  military  reservations,  camps,  canton¬ 
ments,  forts,  and  barracks;  and  to  projects  (mostly  irrigation)  appears 
at  the  end  of  this  volume.  Through  it  the  user  can  locate  all  the  ref¬ 
erences  to  a  given  tribe  or  band  although  it  Occupied  lands  now  in  more 
than  one  State.  No  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  list  to  cross-reference 
from  items  described  under  one  State  to  related  items  described  under 
another  State. 

In  addition  to  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  listed 
herein  there  are  records  relating  to  Indian  affairs  among  the  carto¬ 
graphic  records  that  have  been  separated  from  the  textual  records  of  the 
Office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  (RG  77),  the  United  States  Senate  (RG 
46),  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  (RG  48),  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  (RG  57),  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  (RG  114), 
and  the  General  Land  Office  (RG  49).  A  large  number  of  unsegregated 
cartographic  records  may  also  be  found  among  the  textual  records  of  these 
and  other  record  groups  in  the  National  Archives.

The  Irrigation  Division  was  formally  established  about  1925  but  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  special  officers  concerned  with  irrigation  matters;  therefore 
many  of  the  maps  are  of  an  earlier  date.  The  irrigation  Division  plans 
and  gives  general  supervision  to  the  detailed  construction  and  mainte¬ 
nance  work  that  is  carried  on  in  irrigation  districts  on  Indian  lands.
